The Federal Service- 



Three years' experience seems to 
teach the necessity for the presence in 
this remote Province of a superior 
Federal officer, a sort of generalissimo 
■who could look after all and, in em- 
ergency, exercise a discretionary pow- 
er possessed by none. Where the 
distance is so great and the channel 
of communication so circuitous, un- 
reliable and inadequate, the complete 
contralization of power at Ottawa gives 
tise to very serious inconvenience, 
vexation and loss. In matters of 
works, the most trivial point is referr- 
ed to an authority practically some 
five thousand miles distant, and, con- 
sequently, less fit to form an intelli- 
gent judgment. In matters of ac- 
counts the same difficulties exist; and 
it has just come to this, that there is 
so much delay in adjusting points in- 
volving reference to Ottawa and some- 
times so much delay in getting one's 
money when the work is done, that 
Federal employment is not at a pre- 
mium. It costs tho Dominion more 
in the long run, and the results arc 
less satisfactory to all concerned. 
Then, again, with respect to ordinary 
objects for which Parliamentary votes 
have been obtained. It has been the 
fate of the Pacific Provinco to see ap- 
propriations for necessary works re- 
appearing annually upon the estima- 
tes, instead of being expended with 
that promptitude which the interests 
of the country demanded. Cases in 
point will occur readily enough to the 
reader. In ordinary circumstances 
this would be a condition far from sat- 
isfactory. In the peculiar circum- 
stances in which Confederation found 
British Columbia, it is especially irri- 
tating and calculated to alienate the 
people from the central Government. 
Candor and justice extort the admis- 
sion that, in these respects, mutters 
have somewhat improved in tho hands 
of a Reform Administration; but com- 
mon honesty compels us to say that 
the condition is still far from satisfac- 
tory. Attention is directed to this to- 
pic with the hope that some such rem- 
edy as has been hinted at may bo ap- 
plied, or else that the affairs of the 
Province may receive closer attention 
and its just demands meet with mote 
prompt acquittance at the hands of 
authorities already existing. Of course 
the condition to which these observa- 
tions relate will, to a considerable ex- 
tent at least, disappear before that 
great annihilator of time and space, 
the railway. Indeed the telegraph 
itself will operato in some measure as 
an amelioration. Put some immediate 
improvement seems essential. 

The Arctic Expedition 

Tho fitting out and dispatching with 
so much alacrity a strong expe- 
dition for a four yoatV explora- 
atiou tour in that part of Canadian Terri- 
tory drained into Hudson's Bay and tho 
Arctic Seas, is a stop which reflects very 
great credit upon the Dominion Govorn- 
rnont. It is a circumstance deserving of 
more notice than it seems yet to have re- 
ceived. The party comprises all the sci- 
entific and professional skill and ability 
necessary to acquiring a thorough know- 
ledge of the vast terra incognita in ques- 
tion and its adaption to tho various uses 
of civilized existonco. Such faint glim- 
mers of light as have already been shod 
by those who have passed hastily through 
portions of it inspire the hope that most 
important results may be attained by the 
expedition organized and sent out so un- 
ostentatiously by the Canadian Govern- 
ment. Tho expedition cannot bo expect- 
ed to accomplish much more this season 
than to get fairly into winter quarters in 
a favorable position for commencing ac- 
tive operations early next season. After 
this year, however, news from the Cana- 
dian Arctic Expedition, as it may not un 
fitly be termed, will bo anxiously looked 
for. ..

WEATHER. 

Editor Colonist: — Tho weather is 
very unfavorable for harvesting. There 
is a large quantity of grain cut down 
und cannot be housed owing to the 
amount of rain we have had this week. 

HASH. 

The Hon. Dr. Ash visited Coinox 
three weeks ago and called a meeting 
to explain his stewardship during tho 
last two years. There was a pretty 
large meeting assembled to hear what 
ho might say; but the fact is he told 
ua nothing but what we were aware of 
mouths before. At the conclusion of 
the meeting a particular friend of his 
(a J. P.) brought in a resolution, that 
this meeting do endorso tho action of 
tho local Government in their policy 
as a whole. Tho motion was se- 
conded by another J. P. ; but not a 
single individual made answer, yea or 
nay; and the best of the joke is, the 
Chairman of the mooting has written 
to the "Standard" an account of the 
proceedings, and states the motion 
was "carried unanimously," when it 
was never put to the meeting. 

ROADS. 

The people of Comox, as a whole, 
do not sustain the present policy of 
tho Government, but rather tho re- 
verse; in fact, the way the money has 
been expended on roads in Comox 
this year, tho farmers aro all crying 
out against it.and the sooner they alter 
the system the better. If tho Chief 
Commissioner had sent our Superin- 
tendent up a couplo of bushels of 
wheat this spring to scatter over tho 
roads so as tbo chickens could scratch 
for it our road work would be econom- 
ically dono and equally as good as 
it is done by our contractors. The 
work is a disgrace to the district, and 
a shame to the Superintendent to pay 
them. It the Government would send 
such a man as Mr. Hasard with a gang 
of men, as they did two years ago, wo 
should got something done forth© mo- 
ney, and the settlement would be ben- 
efited. Nothing has been dono this 
last two yoars but scratching, and 
still the same amount of monoy is ex- 
ponded and nothing done for it. Tho 
sooner tho Chiof Commissioner looks 
into it the better for the public, and 
Comox in particular. Yours,

Letter from Cowioiian 

Cowioham, Sept. lGth. 1874. 

Editor Colonist: — Can you inform 
me what tho Lands and Works De- 
partment, intend doing with the 
money voted during tho last session 
for a Trunk lloud through Cowiohan 
to Nanaimo? 

About July last a surveyor and staff 
wore sent to locato tho road, and just 
lately tenders wero asked for tho 
different sections of it. Wo thought 
the L. and W. Department somewhat 
to blame for having driven tho work 
so late in tho season, but wore pleas- 
ed to think that there was somo pros- 
pect of at last getting a road to Nan- 
aimo. For a few days tho place was 
quite lively, contractors passing to and 
fro to make their calculations for ten- 
ders; but now all tliis is over and wo 
are informed that tho Government 
have no intontion of letting the con- 
tracts this year. Of course this has 
caused a good deal of grumbling, and 
the Chief Commissioner is spoken of 
in no very flattering terms. Some aro 
even rash enough to think that ho 
would have been more UBcful to the 
public if lie had stuck to his trade. 

It is reported that his reason for not 
lotting ono of tho sections of road is 
that somo four or live settlers living 
some mile3 away in another district 
have petitioned against it, as it docs 
not happen to go by their doors. This 
will be a good excuse for tho Chiof 
Commissioner to lay boforo tho House 
in accounting for the non-fullillineut 
of last session's promises, but doos not 
give satisfaction to the bulk of the in 
habitants of Cowichan and Cbemainue 
who want u road to Nanuimo. Of 



course we know that tho contract for 
the Nanaimo end of the road is let, 
but fail to seo what earthly good that 
is to us until wo can get to it. 

There is another subject which I 
should like to call your attention to 
before closing, viz: Indians. About 
last Christmas the Superintendent of 
Police and a local magistrate were 
sent to order some Indians eff a piece 
of land owned by u well-known resi- 
dent in Victoria (whom we will call Mr. 
M.) The Indians rofjused to go and told 
the Superintendent of Polico that thoy 
would light for it. He returned to Vic- 
toria, and no further notice has boon 
taken of them. 

Theso Indians, numbering about six 
men, firmly belioro that thoy have fright- 
ened the Government and that Mr. M. 
will never try again to get tho land from 
thorn; thoy havo therefore been working 
steadily all Iho year, and havo now got 
several hundred dollars worth of improve- 
montson it.

land which they have known for yoars 
doos not belong to them.

Interesting; JLetter from 
Caasiar. 

Cabsiar, B. C. , Sept, 1st, 1874. 
Editor Colonist :- -On leaving Vic- 
toria I said I would let you hear from 
me. It is now late, but perhaps not 
too late, for in speaking now I can do 
so more coolly and with tho experience 
of many changos and excitements upon 
mo. Now that the pot has boiled over, 
and redhot excitement exists no more. 
Being ono of those who came here on 
the ice last spring, I may venture an 
opinion on the country, its people, its 
appearance and its gold. The trip 
coining hero on ice was a trying one 
on all who came. I imagine i can now 
see its effects in the features and move- 
ments of thoso who came when I did. 
Pulling was heavy, and tho change 
from being hot and wot with perspir- 
ation to immediate cold has had its 
effect, consequently a largo number 
hero are now complaining of bad 
health and general debility. Appar- 
ently the climate is good, I must say 
I think much hotter and more favora- 
ble for mining than Cariboo. Deaso 
Creek, of which I will now speak, is a 
careering torrent in tho month of 
May. From May until tho present 
time it has gone down, and is now so 
low that it is fordablo at any placo . 
Mining has not been hindered since 
the fall of water. 

To speak of all tho companies on 
this crook would take too much time. 
Dease Creek is said to be 30 miles in 
length, and is now being worked for 
seven miles from tho mouth with good 
results. The upper five miles of this 
seven are walled all the distance with 
porpondicular rock, nearly meet- 
ing in many places, The lower end of 
Deaso Creek is an open valley for 
about two miles, with sloping hills. 
It enters the lake broadside, about ^th 
of a milo from tho hike. You strike 
paying claims about i- a mile from tho 
lake. Tho first good claim is the 
Three to One Company. Prom tho 
claim to tho mouth of tho Canyon is 
about one milo, on which aro located 
Perseverance Co., tho Caledonia, tho 
the James, the Jones, tho Bath, the 
Lyons, the Mooro,the Forest Hose, the 
Corcoran and the Canadian Companies 
and last though not least tho Cock of 
tho North. The largest dividends 
mado on tho creek havo been mado by 
this company. Fivo miles above tho 
Discovery is the Brady and Clark Co.'s 
The next best claims aro the Disco- 
very, the Caledonia, (the Perseverance, 
and the Three to One Co.'s. 

A great number of lawsuits havo 
been disposed of , nearly all of them, 
it is generally conced ed, fairly decid- 
ed. Sullivan, I believe, may make a 
good Gold Commissioner; but ho is 
like many green Islanders— too impe- 
tuous. Thibert Creek I have not yet 
seen. . There aro a number of claims 
on this creek doing as well as the se- 
cond best on Dease Creek. It pays 
for about four miles. These are the 
only two crooks yet found in this lo- 
cality to pay at present. 

Great expectations of a now discovery 
down tho Deloire River are generally on- 
tertained. Tho number of men there 
must bo between 50 or 100; amongst them 
are somo who are up to tho mark as pros- 
pectors. I will mention two well known in 
Cariboo— Wilton and Pete Clendenning. 

Our population has fallen off greatly of 
late. At present nearly all who are hero 
aro at work. Wages paid, $8 per day. 
Provisions are stifl very high, flour, dOcU; 
bcof, and mutton, 50 cts; nails, $1; BUgar 
90 cts; brandy, which is fearfully in de- 
mand. 84 per bottle and 25 cts per drink. 
Our best claims pay from 2 to i oz. per 
day to tho hand. Our company, tho Dis- 
covery, washed up last week iJGii oz. work* 
ing 19 men. The claims near to tho Dia- 
oovory, working from (i to, lOmon, wash- 
ed up from 05 to 100 ounces. Theso are 
tho biggest licks made; to tho average the 
wash-ups will ho much smaller. 

Deaso Creek is the first! largo crook 
emptying into Deaso Lake. after you cross 
tks water .••h ;d, which isa pieco at' high 
table-land i miles a cross. From this di- 
vide water Hows north and south. 

Deaso Lake is tho headwaters of Deloire 
River, a stream said to be navigable for 
200 miles. Upjthis river MoCullough and 
Thibert, tho original discoverers of gold, 
caino. A new strike down this rivor is 
all that is wanted to make this a lasting 
mining country, but I havo no idea that 
it will at all approach Cariboo in point of 
richness. Tho gold is light and brings a 
small prioo— 815 jp cash and $10 in trade. 

Newspapers aro rory irregular for tho 
past two monthB, I have road but two 



copies. There is neglect somewhere, 
There wore moro when Sylvester was car- 
rying them. 

Good order and kind fooling oxist here 
to a degree not expected. Our United 
States brother miners, judging from thoso 
who have boen hero, and their acts, are 
sensible, orderly and civil. 

Good news has arrived to-day. The 
overland beef and pack-trains aro at Tele- 
graph Creek, and thoreisnews of a imall 
strike down tho Deloire Rivor.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

Chioaoo, Sept. 23 — The Timet' N. O. 
apceial says the Whito League have re- 
ceived notice to be roady to spring to 
arms at an hour's notice, and an attack on 
the Kellogg Government is expected to- 
day. This is to be done with tho pur- 
pose of compelling the Federal authori- 
ties to declaro martial law and establish 
a unitary government without tho design 
of obtaining control of State officers. The 
failure of McEnory at a compromisa with 
the Kellogg Govornmout in rogardto the 
management of an election in November 
is said to be the reason for tho now out- 
break. Tho Whito Leagues do not ex- 
pect to achieve success except so far as to 
compel tho ostablishmont of a military 
government. If this shall bo effected the 
purpose of rebellion will bo succossfnl. 
MoEnory and Penn will to-morrow issue 
a circular requiring tho inspection of all 
Stato troops and a roturn of State arms in 
tuoir hands, and earnestly urging all ci- 
tizens to carry out tho terms of surron- 
dor. In the same spirit should State of- 
ficers make a search conflicts and blood- 
shed would certainly occur, but if United 
States officers aro assigned the duty 
there would probably bo no rosistanco.

Tho Monerieff Gun. 

The programme experiments with 
the Monerieff hydraulic eiogo carriage, 
which havo been in progress at Shoc- 
buryness for more than soven months, 
havo now been concluded. Since wo 
last reported a trial of this carriage, the 
Committee on Heavy Guns have been 
thrice at Shoeburyness on this duty. 
The first day their trials wero confined 
to mounting and dismounting the C-l 
pounder M. L. It. gun, and connecting 
and disconnecting the apparatus for 
absorbing the recoil on tha Monerieff 
carriage. On tho next occasion, the 
trials were mado at night, and wore 
intendod to test whether tho gun 
(weighing 3 tons) and carriage could 
bo taken soparotaly to a battery under 
lire, and there mounted in tho dark. 
Horses were provided, and tho gun 
and gun-carriage removed from the 
barrack square to a battery somo dis- 
tance off. The gun was mounted and 
ready for action in tho buttery at 
11.30 p.m.-— within an hour an-' n half 
from tho time it left the barracl iquare. 
On Friday last tho trials wero tor rapid 
firing. Twenty rounds of 12 lb. powder 
and t>l pound shot and shell wero fired 
at angles of 5 deg. and 8 dog. eleva- 
tion. Tho carriage worked with rapid 
tiring as w.oll as it did when firing 
slowly. Before tho last round, gravel 
and sand were thrown over and among 
tho working parts, to represent what 
might happen in action; but this did 
not interfere with tho perfect action of 
the carriage. Tho day's trials wore 
concluded by taking tho small air- 
holder containing air at high pressure, 
which is used for charging the apparat- 
us, and firing at it. Tho tiring was 
commenced with ordinary rilles at 300 
yards range without effect; at 200 yards 
the bullets which struck tho air-holder 
did not injure it. A nine-pounder 
field-piece was then brought to bear on 
the air-holder at 500 yards range, with 
common shell; ten rounds wero fired 
without a hit. To ensure a hit a 
wooden target to burst tho shells was 
placed six pace.i in front of the air- 
holder, and at the third shot after this 
tho holder was struck by a largo frag- 
ment of tho shell, and tho confined 
air escapod through an opening in the 
metal thus made, without any tenden- 
cy to burst explosively. Tho blow of 
tho shell made a largo indentation in 
the holder. This experiment estab- 
lished the fact that compressed air can 
bo used for this purpose with safety. 
The proHStiro of aro a the holdor which 
was fired at was more than double 
what is used in tho recoil cylinder of 
the carriage These trials have been 
somewhat prolonged and sevcro,astho 
embodiment of a now principle —

Manitoba has been to ua on a small 
scale what Kansas was to the United 
States. It has been tho battle ground 
for our British and French elements 
with their respective religions, as Kan- 
sas was the battle-ground for freo la- 
bor and Blavery. Ontario has played 
a part in the contests there analogous 
to that of New England, Quebec to 
that of the Southern States. The late 
government, resting mainly on Quebec, 
but partly also on Ontarion, and on 
British Protestant support in the mari- 
time Provinces, was, with respect to 
the Kiel affair.in the position in which 
an American Government, resting at 
once on Maseachusetts •ud South Car- 
olina, would have been with respect to 
the struggle in Kansas, Every excuse 
which the awkardnessof such a situa- 
tion can afford is needed to palliate 
tho conduct of Sir John A. Macdonald 
and his fiolleagues.as it now stands re- 
vealed to us by the results of tho Par- 
liamentary inquiry, and especially by 
the disclosures of Archbishop Tache. 
In truth, make what exouses we will.it 
is difficult to bring the proceedings of 
Sir John A. Macdonald even within the 
palo of honor. It has been proved 
that, with a solemnity which we have 
been tamjht to consider ominous in his 
case, he was protesting to us that he 
earnestly desired to bring Kiel to jus- 
tice, in private ho was furnishing mon- 
oy from tho Secret Service fund for the 
purpose of inducing the criminal to 
lly from the law, and of facilitating his 
departure. Under no possible circum- 
stances can any one who is lit to bo' at, 
the head of a aation descend to such 
practices as this. Ho who does so, 
however remarkable his tact and ad- 
dress, must be essentially wanting is 
strength of character as woll as in in- 
tegrity. The very language used in 
tho transaction is auch as to indicate 
weakness no less then conscious de- 
parture from duty. Malversation of 
the Secret Service money is compara- 
tively a minor offence, but it is a grave 
offonce in itsolf, and the euspicion of 
more extenaive abuse which before ex- 
isted, and which was strengthened by 
tho obstinate refusal of the Govern- 
ment to submit tko accounts to Parlia- 
mentary inspection, becomes almost a 
certainty after this disclosure. Whe- 
ther tho promise of amnesty, which 
the head of the, Government positively 
disclaimed, was formally made or not, 
signifies little, though wo aro inclined 
to boliove, on the evidence of the 
Archbishop.who speaks like an honest 
man stung to anger by finding that; he 
has been duped and made tke instru- 
ment of duping othera, that such a 
promise was made, not by the govern- 
ment as a whole, but by Sir Goorge 
Cartier, who shared tho most intimate 
counsels of Sir John Macdonald. Tho 
assurance of impunity was unquestion- 
able hold out for the purpose of ob- 
taining the mediation of the Archbi- 
shop: he was allowed, without a dis- 
claimer on the part of tho ministers, to 
pledge himself to its fulfilment; and 
the hietory of tho tergiversations by 
which, when the wrath of Ontario 
broke out, and the "heterogeneous" 
elements of the Cabinet wore terrified 
by the storm, the pledge was evaded 
in humiliating to the country, and will 
alw ays be a deop stain on Canadian 
auuals. Sir George Cartier did not 
hesitate to suggest a legal strategem 
of tho most pettifogging kind, by 
which the sovereign might bo made 
covertly to amnesty murder while 
seeming only to amm e'y political offen- 
ces. Such waB this proeminontly loy- 
al gentleman's notion of tho manner 
in which it was incumbent on him to 
adviso his Royal mistress and sustain 
tho honor of tho crown. But while 
tho Ministers prevaricated about tho 
constitutional question of amnesty, 
they had themselves ontered into per- 
sonal relations with Kiel which placed 
it out of their power to bring him and 
his follow-criminals to justice as com. 
pletoly as any amnesty could have 
done. Though Governor Archibald 
thoy had mado Biol their political con- 
federate for tho purpose of keeping 
Manitoba quiet, and they had thank- 
fully accepted from his hands a scat 
in Parliament for Sir Georgo Cartier. 
Kiel is evidently included in tho ex- 
pression of gratitude telegraphed to 
Archbishop Tache by Sir Georgo Car- 
tier, for thoso who had promoted his 
olection; and when Sir John Macdon- 
ald instructs Governor Archibald to 
get Sir George clocted, but "not to 
let late Provisional resign in his fa- 
vour," it is clear, first, that it was the 
appoarauoo only of such a connection 
that was dreaded, and, second- 
ly, that Governor Archibald was un- 
derstood by tho Prime Miuistor to be 
in such rolatious with lliel an to bo 
ablo to oxorciso a clandestine influence 
on his conduct. How Governor Ar- 
chibald himself justifies his behaviour 
in taking part, as tho representative of 
the Crown, in the party work of elec- 
tioneering, not untingod in this case 
with treason, wo have yet to see the 
explanation tendered of the hand- shak- 
ing affair will hardly servo a second 
turn. While we cannot agree with 
the Ultramontane paper at Montreal, 
which the other day callod tho mur- 
derer of Scott 4 'the most hercio of all 
the Metis," we must own that his 
figur* riaesjinto a kind of respecta- 
bility compared with thoso of some of 
tho officials with whom ho has had to 
deal.

History takes a broad view • of tho 
characters of public men; and Sir 
John Macdonald may comfort himself 
with tho reflection that in the course 
of a long public life ho has probably 
rendered services to his country suffi- 
cient to atono for the offences which 
have cast their shadow on tho close of 
his caroer. Ho may still moro plausi- 
bly plead the .difficulties of .his situa- 
tion, the equivocal character of the in- 
struments with which he had to work, 
and above all the exigencies of a sys- 
tem of party government without party 
principles, which he did not create, 
but from which it was not in his pow- 
er to set himself free. Of personal 
corruption, even in the opinion of his 
bitterest enemies, ho is guiltless; if he 
has sinned, ho has sinned from tho 
love of power, not from tho love of 
pelf; and probably he has never done 
anything, even when he was dipping 
his hands into forbidden funds which", 
to a vision distorted by the influences 
of party strife, might not appear to bo 
required by tho interest of the coun- 
try. In his fall lie has retained to a 
remarkable degree the attachment of 
thoso who followed him in his trium- 
phantjhour; and ho must therefore bo 
eminently endowed with the qualities 
which secure the fidelity of friends. 
But the most enthusiastic off his old 
admirers can hardly dream that, after 
such disclosures, Sir John Macdonald 
can ever again be the chief adviser of 
the Crown and the head of a Canadian 
nation. • •

It amounts to 
a full adoption of the course pursued 
by Sir George Cartier, and repels any 
attempt to exonernto Sir John Mac- 
donald on the ground of his illness 
during a portion of those transactions. 
Surely no one who reads it, noting 
its sinister form, and remembering tha 
fund from which the money was to be 
taken, will hesitate to pronounce that 
tho writer, whatever popularity he 
may retain in private life, can never 
again be entrusted with tho honor of 
the country. If any one does hesi- 
tate, it must be on 'the ground that 
public life in Canada is not to be gov- 
erned by tho same standard of mor- 
ality which has prevailed in England;

Bloomfiold, 
who, I afterwards heard, was sent by 
Bowdou, came up and spoke to me. I 
answered him respectfully and ho went 
back to Bowden and reported that I was 
sober. Bowden thon caruo up and asked 
me why I did not speak to him civilly 
-while at the door. I told him that it was 
because he had spoken to ma as if I were 
a dog. On Monday ho preferred charges 
and suspended me. On Tuesday I was 
tried. before the Mayor and Mr. Elliott. I 
called special officer Black and four other 
witnesses, all of respectability, who prov- 
ed that I was sober, and Sergt. Bloom- 
Hold, tho only witnoss called for tho pros- 
ecution except Bowden, testified to tho 
same effect. I ottered to bring seven 
other witnesses; but tho Court said it 
vould bo unnecessary. Yesterday, to my 
great surprire, I received the following 
communication removing mo from the 
force: 

Victoria, B.C., Sept. 23, 1874. 

Bib: — I am directed by His Worship 
tho Mayor to inform you that, after hav- 
ing considered all the evidence produced 
in your case, he can arrive only at one 
conclusion, namely, that tho charge pre- 
ferred against you by Inspector Bowden 
is proven, and ho must in consequenco 
sustain the Inspector in the action taken 
by him. Tho Mayor desires mo to ex- 
press his regret at this, as you have been 
so long in tho Police Force, but in tho 
face of a previous charge against Jyon' he 
is iniablo to do otherwise. 

Tho Polico Force would become a use- 
less body if proper discipline woro not 
maintained. 

I have tho houor to be, Sir, your obodi- 
ont servant, William Leioh, C.P.O. 

To Mr. William Clarke, kc. 

Thus it will bo seen that after n service 
of two yoars and nine months in this city, 
and nearly nino years in Australia and 
California, I am removed on tho unsup- 
ported testimony of one witness, against 
whose word I brought live good men and 
truo; and I ask if such is to bo tho " Jus- 
tice " meted out to members of the Police 
Force, what encouragement will there be 
for them to do their duty ? I protest 
agitinst tho whole proceeding and demand 
to know why Inspector Bow-den's word 
is considered of so great value that it can 
bear down tho testimony of any number 
of reupoetablo witnesses. I demand, and 
nlia-11 have, a fair British trial, and if 

? roved guilty I am willing to uullor; but 
will not tamely submit to this wicked 
attempt to injure my charactor.
